tho fact that the importer has lost 
money on nearly every article he has 
touched, it becomes a matter of more 
serious importance. Had demand or 
consumption been curtailed by high 
prices, or had ruinous rates diminished 
the supply, the decrease would have 
been intelligible enough; but it has 
arison from neither of these causes, and 
the more we seek for a reason the more 
bewildered we become—principally be- 
cause we find the loss oceurs in T-Cloths, 
an article the increase in which in former 
years was so steady and so marked, as 
to carry with it the impression that the 
native cloth was fast being supplanted. 
In antumn, when it was found almost 
impossible to dispose of long held goods, 
tho falling off in the deliveries was by 
general consent attributed to an abun- 
dant cotton crop and the consequent 
cheapness of the native cloth; but sta- 
tistics prove that the decrease was 
heavier in proportion during the six 
months ending 80th Juno last, when 
fears were strong that the cotton crop 
would be a failure, than it was during 
tho latter half of the year. So thata 
solution of the difficulty must be sought 
for elsewhere. The Chinesé have said 
that a pieco, or a quantity of their own 
cloth costing the equivalent of a piece of 
fine 7-lbs. T-Cloths, lasts twice as long 
as tho latter, and is otherwise—as in 
repairing for instance—much more 
economical. If this were strictly true, 
however, there would be an utter end 
to tho trade; but as at the close of the 
your there was evidence of a revival 
in the demand, we incline to the belief 
that the diminution must be ascribed 
to the overstocking of the markets, in 
the interior, by the large business which 
‘was transacted here in 1872, 1871 and 
1870. 

Thus far we have commented only 
upon the deliveries, but our remarks 
would be incomplete if we omitted to 
draw attention to the imports of 
'T-Cloths. These likewise show a heavy 
decrease—say 8,000,000 pieces—as 
compared with those of 1872. The 
receipts of 1872 amounted to nearly 
4,700,000, while those of last year 
scarcely reached 1,700,000 pieces. 
Moreover, the imports fell short 
of the deliveries by about 600,000 
pieces; but these symptoms, favorable 
though they be, have been neutralized 
by tho decadence of the trade, and the 
close of the year leaves our merchants 
with a stock of 1,260,000 pieces, or 
nearly six months’ supply—if we accept 
tho business of last year as our cri- 
terion, Let us hope, however, that the 
article is not yet doomed in Ohina, and 
that it will soon regain its position in 
the estimation of the natives. Hitherto 
no very serious complaint has been 
made against the foreign manufacture. 
Wax-finish and heavy fillings have 
thus far furnished their own condem- 
nation, and although a little profit may 
occasionally have been derived through 
dealing in China clay, &c., the Chinese 
say, and in this we believe them, that 
honesty in T-Cloths is the best policy. 





We regret to haveto record the fact 
that this maxim has been disproved in 
the cases of Grey Shirlings and English 
Drills. With some manufacturers, o7 
packers, or dealers, size seems to be tho 
beginning and the ending. Indeed its 
composition has been elevated into a 
science, and we make no apology for

The foregoing is not trumped up. 
It is the simple honest trath. It came 
from a firm high in the trade in Man- 
chester, to Messrs. Gilman :& Co. of 
this place, and by them it was commu- 
nicated to our General Chamber of 
Commerce on 2Ist November last. 
Moreover, they have specimens of the 
cloths which fully substantiate the 
trath of their communication ; and yet 
in the face of such a distinct declara- 
tion of fraud, we find among ourselves 
defenders of the -system. The Chair- 
man of our Chamber of Commerce, 
while summing up the remarks on this 
subject.at the last general meoting of 
the members, said “the merchants out 
here asked the Chinese to buy from 
muster.” This is not strictly true, 
The Chinese demand to see mus- 
ters, aye and bale musters too, be- 
fore they buy; not as in former 
times, when thoy were contented to 
take an outside sample as representing 
the bulk—“ so that in fact all who re- 
“ceived these goods more or less 
“Joaded, and sold them, became parti 
“ cipes criminis.” If such be the belief, 
why did he write his famous despatch 
on the mildew question to the Manches- 





be | ter Chamber of Commerce?’ But the 


Committee of that Chamber likewise de- 
fend the practice. ‘True they condemn 
“the use of deliquescents in the compo 
sition of size,” and “tho artifigial intro- 
“Quction of moisture into the Yarn or 
Cloth,” together with “deliberate moist 
“ening of the cloth by means of damp 
“storage,” but “tho excessive sizing of 
“cloth for the purpose of :producing 
“weight and cheapness ” is only mildly 
characterised as “dangerous.” Why 
the Committee stopped short of .con- 
demnation here also is rather mys- 
terious, but explainable perhaps from 
the fact that size has sold to better 
advantage in China than pure Cotton, 

‘We have enlarged upon this over 
sizing or mildew question, simply bee 
cause it is one of such vital importance 
to the trade that it demands a special 
and lengthened notice in our Retro- 
spect ; and because in our eyes it is no 
justification, nor is it an extenuation 
even, to plead that comparatively better 
prices have ruled here for weighted or 
mildewed’ cloth than: for the genuine 
article, ‘That this has been the case 
there is no denying. At tho samo’ 
time it must not be overlooked that, 
lately, there have been complaints 
coming to us from all parts in the 
North of China and from Japan, 
against goods so doctored; and hence 
the presumption that our local buyers 
have been acting either in ignorance, 
or with the deliberate intention of im- 
posing upon the actual consumers, 
‘The coming year will probably deter- 
mine which of these presumptions is 
the correct one. 

Of Grey ‘Shirtings, the deliveries of 
1878 have exceeded the receipts by 
about 700,000 pieces while of Drills 
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the trade have imported nearly 300,000 
pieces more than have been delivered, 
and the stocks of each article at the 
close of the year stood respectively at 
540,000 and 397,000 pieces, against 
1,800,000 and 125,000 pieces last year. 
In Shirtings the decrease in the stocks 
has extended throughout the whole 
year, but it became most marked to- 


wards the close, when the Japanese de- |. 


mand was at its height. About the 
end of September there was a supply 
of all weights in Shanghai—exclusive 
of unreported cargoes—of fully a million 
pieces, and holders’ hearts began to fail 
them, as, notwithstanding the dimin- 
ished shipments from home, the pro- 
spects of working off so large a stock 
to the Chinese alone, before business 
closed for the season, grew fainter and 
fainter. But Japan came to the rescue, 
and in the course of the three months 
—October, November and Decomber— 
relieved our market of little less than 
400,000 pieces, under the influence of 
which unexpected relief prices rallied 
from ls, 1.96, the quotation for 
Dewhurst’s best 8} Ibs. Eagles on 26th 
September, to Tis, 2,034, the prico on 
Ist ultimo; fair to good common chops 
having benefited to nearly a similar 
extent.

Reports have beon received from Na- 
gasaki, saying that the Rebels intended 
to make an assault upon the place and 
were only 7 miles off. The Consular and 
other authorities had all sent their valua- 
bles on board ship, and everybody was 
prepared to embark at a moment’s notice. 

A Volunteer Corps has been formed. 
Patrols go the rounds, and watches are sot 
in all the bungalows on the hills. Thero 
is rumour that the natives in Nagasaki 
were fighting among themselves Saturday 
night. ‘The Governor has closed his office 
and, itis reported, has made ready to retire 
from his post, Signals aro arranged, upon 
which the sailors of tho men-of-war will 
come ashore. Most people think the situa- 
tion very serious, as the Government can 
place no dependence upon the troops or 
native civilians. 

In course of Sunday thirty-nine persons 
wore arrested for raising disturbances, in 
which two policomen had been killed. 
Two of tho prisoners wore at once de- 
capitated. It was expected that the rebels 
would enter Nagasaki during the night. 

The report of a fight which it is anticipa- 
ted will take place between the rebels and 
the Government troops sent out against 
them, is expected every moment; and as 
tho result is very doubtful, people have not 
given up all anxiety yot. Tho Russian 
sailors who wore sent ashoro have been 
sont back again, but with orders to be ready 
day and night at a moment's notice. The 
Tapaneso town is apparently quiet. 




















Tho Victoria Fire Insurance Company's 
Report shows a net profit on the year, 
after paying a 12 p.c, dividend, of 
$76,562, which is carried forward to the 
credit of Working Account. The Company 
has, farther, a Resorve Fund of $137,583. 

‘The Consul-General notifies that a new 
Municipal Council for the French Conces- 
sion will be elected on the 10th March. 
The electoral list will be closed two days 
previously, and applications for inscription 
or erasure must be addressed to tho Con- 
sulato. 

Router gives tho satisfactory news of the 
termination of the Ashanteo war. He 
told us some days ago that Sir Garnet 
Wolseley had arrived before Coomassie, 
and the King had agreed to pay an indem- 
nity. Woe now learn that the British were 
to enter Coomassie—on the same principle 
we presume that they enteréd Peking—on 
the 29th January ; and the war was ex- 
pected to terminate—that is, we presume, 
fa treaty to be signed, on the 7th February. 

We have procured a special telegram 
giving a list of the new Ministry, which 
contains, it will be seen, many members of 
the Inst Conservative Cabinet, though 
with some changes of pesition. The Mi- 
nistry fs a strong one as regards its com- 





ponents, but has too many members in the 
Upper House, for the present day. The 
now Homo Secretary is prosumably Mr. 
Ralph A. Cross, member for 8. W. Lan+ 
cashire, 

Sunday was the 142nd anniversary of 
Washington’s birthday ; but, as usual in 
such cases, the duo observance of the 
event was postponed till Monday, when 
salutes were fired by H. B, M. 8. Cadmus, 
and the U.S, 8. Lackawanna, Both vessels 
had hung out a gay display of bunting, and 
many other craft in harbour paid the 
same tribute to the memory of the great 
President. 

‘Two cases, which camo before the Mixed 
Court lately, form curious illustrations of 
Chinese social relations, ‘The first was one 
in which a man named Chang-chow-fu was 
charged with flaying and puncturing a wo- 
man, ‘The unfortunate victim of his cruelty 
had lived with him eight years as his wife, 
and had borne him three children. In the 
pursuit of business, Chang went to Japan, 
where he lived for several years, sending 
at first occasional emall sums for his 
necessities. The latter, acting on 
the eminently practical viows of life which 
Chinese hold, transferred her affections to 
another protector, whose kindness was 
of a less remittent order than that of her 
unremitting husband. In due time Chang 
returned, but the woman refused to return 
to her allegiance, although she allowed the 
father to ‘‘ sort over the brats,” as Ameri- 
can Enoch Ardens are reported to do, and 
to take away thoso which had formed tho 
family when ho left her. These he pro 
fessed his intention to send to Ningpo ; 
and under pretenco of seeing thom off, he 
entiged the mother to an empty house in 
Hongkew, where he disrobed her, cut off 
her hair, wrenched off a pieco of soalp as 
large as the palm of the hand, and pricked 
her all over with needles, The poor wo- 
man, suffering frightfully from this dinboli- 
cal treatment, was sont to Hospital, where 
she will have to remain a month to recover 
from her injuries. The husbarid treated 
tho affair, in Court, with the utm 
nonchalance, and claimed a perfect right 
to torture his wife—a notion which we 
believe a cortain class of Chinese very 
generally hold. Tho Magistrate, how- 
ever, vehemently expressed his detestation 
of the man’s conduct, and ordered him to 
be imprisoned till the woman recovered, to 
pay the hospital expenses, and to bo after- 
wards further dealt with. In the second 
case, a man named Tang-ying-wei was 
charged with biting a piece off a woman's 
ear, and wounding her with sharp instru- 
ments on the forehead. He had lived with 
the woman six months, and had promised 
to make her his wife by paying $400 as her 
“body-price” (shén-chia) to the people 
who, in accordance with tho disgraceful 
system of female bondage in China, claiméd 
interest in her. His good intentions, how- 
ever, stopped short at a promissory note 
for the amount; and before this became 
due, he managed to wheedle the woman 
out of her savings and valuables. Hence 
a quarrel, in which he committed the 
cowardly acts with which ho is charged. 
‘The case was sent into the city. 

The pilot boats of the late Blackball Pilot 
Company were sold on Monday at auo- 
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tion by Messrs, Meller & Co. The Daniel 
Webster realised Tis, 4,200 ; the New York, 
‘Tis. 1,000, and the Traveller, Tle. 135. 

‘A telogram to the Hongkong agents of 
the China Trans-Pacific 8.S. Company, 
conveys the intelligence that the Vasco de 
Gama, the pioneer steamer, had arrived at 
San Francisco on the 8th instant, all well, 
making © 17 days’ passage. She was to 
leave again for China on the 2ist inst. 

The British barque Lizzie, which arrived 
in port the other day, brought a novel pas- 
nenger from Australia, in the form of a tame 
Kangaroo, The animal leaps about the 
dock, visits the cabin, and associates with 
small terrier and tho ship’s cat as familiar- 
ly as if thoy were all of the same family 
and blood. 

Tho American barkentine Luly, Capt. 
Hallet, which arrived in port on Thursday 
from Nagasaki—bringing a full cargo of 
coals—made tho voyage from this to that 
port and back in 13 days. 

‘Tho Desk Hong List which has just been 
published, after some delay occasioned by 
the difficulty of getting in returns, is so 
familiar that the edition for 1874 calls for 
no special notice. Every feature approved 
by long usage has been revised and ro- 
tained, and a few emendations made where 
fresh causes have suggested them. The 
Directories for the China and Japan ports 
will, it is believed, ho found trustworthy 
indices to the places to which thoy apply. 
For local cortvenience, the streot plan of the 
Shanghaf Settlements has boon rearranged 
‘on amore complete scale ; and a small tabu- 
lar calendar, for readier reference, has been 
placed inside the cover of the work, The 
pages devoted to the movements of the 
English and Fronch mail steamors have 
had to be left blank, in consequence of the 
non-arrival of the necessary information ; 
but whon that is obtained slips of the 
tables will be issued to subscribers, and 
can bo inserted in the allotted places. 

Rumours aro floating about, of ronowod 
symptoms of uneasiness at Trentsiy. Wo 
aro not aware that they have any very 
definite foundation, but it is always well 
to Fogard the course of politfcal straws; and 
tho reported circulation of papers and pic- 
tures recalling the massacre of 1870 
is good ground for keoping a watchful eye 
ontheNorth, Wobeliovo the Dwarf is like- 
ly to go on from Nagasuki to Tientsin, di- 
rectly the Peiho opens; but there aro already 
soveral gunboats in the river, so that there 
fs much less foar of any hostile ideas 
developing into action, than before when 
‘the Settlement was utterly unprotected. 

From Honekone we have news of a 
disastrous steamboat accident. The small 
steamer Wanloong capsized in the harbour, 
with some 200 passengers on board, of 
whom 80 or 40 were drowned.—At a meet- 
ing of sharcholders in the Hongkong and 
Shanghai Bank, a dividend at the rate of 
4 per cent for the half-year was agreed to, 
leaving $26,000 to be carried forward. 
The China Mail states that Madame Ara- 
bella Goddard, the accomplished pianiste, 
intends to visit Hongkong and make a tour 
of the ports about the beginning of March 
next.—On the 18th, a Chinese passenger by 
the P. M. S. Alaska, while superintending 
the lowering of his baggage into a sampan, 
overbalanced himself, and received fatal 


























injuries by striking on the gunwale of the 
boat.-Four seamen of the German barque 
Norma were, on the 18th, charged with 
attempting to murder their chief officer, 
and ware remanded.—The bar-boy of the 
Liverpool Arms bolted the other day with 
$800 worth jewellery and cash, and assim- 
ultaneously with his “disappearance fire 
broke out in the place, he is also suspected 
of incendiarism. A bribe of $10 to the 
youth’s father induced him to betray his 
son to the Police.—The China Mail reports 
that $30,000 worth of goods were burnt in 
the Columbia, and that*several local in- 
surance offices suffer.—The Chinese intend 
to replace the French whom they are re- 
tiring from the Foochow Arsenal, by native 
artizans. The men whose engagements 
have beon cancelled have been fairly com- 
ponsated and received free passages home. 
The China Mail reports that up to 12 
o'clock on the 18th, 135 applications for 
summonses were made by the Police, 
against persons charged with firing crackers 
that morning. We had to complain last 
year of the unlimited license allowed to 
Chinese in Shanghai in tho same matter, 
but at this New Year season the evil seems 
tohave become aggravated instoad of di- 
minished, Wo ourselves have had to 
appeal to the Police to secure some hours 
of sleep between 1 a.m., when tho Can- 
tonese generally begin their fusillade, and 
8a.m., when they still continuo at it, but 
our representations were wholly ineffeo- 
tual—the Police could not interfere, ex- 
copt to recommend a little consideration 
for the poor foreigners. We hear similar 
complaints all over the Settlement ; and as 
a little restraint in such matters sooms to 
suit in Hongkong, where the separation 
of Foreign and Chinese quarters is more 
complete than in Shanghai, and the an- 
néyanco consequently even less, we do not 
seo why it should not be practised here, 
Further Hongkong news will be found on 
another page. 

‘There seems to be great political unea- 
siness in Jarax, caused apparently by dis- 
content among tho Samurai and popular 
desiro for war with Corea, 

Our Nawasaxr correspondent telegraphs 
that therising inthe province of Hizen, noted 
in our last issue, is gotting very formidable, 
and that the Ken or Prefecturo of Saga is 
entirely in tho hands of the rebels. The 
cause of the excitement seoms to be desire 
for war with Corea, the same question which 
caused the recent change of Ministry and 
the resignation of Shimadzo Saburo. It will 
be remembered that the Satsuma clan are 
said to be gravely dissatisfied at the im- 
punity with which the insults of Cores are 
allowed to pass, and the contiguity of 
Hlizon to Satsuma lends more importance 
to tho present movement. 

‘This movement appears to be sufficiently 
formidable in itself ; but it is evident from 
Reuter’s Yokohama telegram that it must 
not be taken alone. ‘The desire for war with 
Corea is widespread ; and has already caused 
the Prime Minister, who came in on a peace 
ticket, to tender his resignation. ‘This had 
been refused so far, but it looks very much 
as though the war feeling will become too 
strong for repression. 

‘The men-of-war in Nagasaki on the 20th 
were the Russian despatch-boat Aleout,

Bogatyr of 10 guns and 320 men, and the 
U. 8/8. Palos, of 6 guns and 73 men. 
H. M.S. Dwarf left this port for Naga- 
saki on Saturday, and the Lackawanna 
onTuesday. On their arrival, the naval force 
will no doubt be more than ample to check 
any hostile demonstrations on the part of 
the disaffected Japanese towards foreigners, 
Our correspondent’s letter gives interest- 
ing information regarding the rebellion ; 
and we have collated further particulars 
from the Nagasaki and Yokohama papers, 
The only telegram received on Monday by 
the G. N, Telegraph Co., dated Nagasaki 
6 p.m., was of a reassuring nature. It is 
3 follows :-—“ According to appearance all 
is quiet hore, Some Government troops 
have been landed during tho day, and 
are preparing to disperse the rebels,” 
The later telegrams would indicate that 
the native authorities have endeavoured, 
andsuccessfully, to cope with the disturban- 
cesinthe city. ‘Two policemen were killed 
in the attempt, but thirty-nine prisoners are 
said to have been made, and two who were 
presumably ringleaders were executed forth. 
with, 

No news was received from Nagasaki 
yesterday, and wo may therefore infer that 
matters are in statu quo. It would be in- 
teresting to know, however, whether this 
is due to the rebels remaining passive in 
face of the force sent against them, and to 
the latter accepting the position as all it 
ean secure in the meantime, or to a sub- 
sidenco of the popular excitement, In one 
respect the silence may be assumed as 
satisfactory, and that is in its assurance of 
the safety of the Foreign Settlement, which, 
with the neighborhood covered by the 
guns of a strong naval squadron, may be 
considered safe from intrusion, 

The Express says o late fire in 
Nagasaki destroyed one hundred and 
eighty-one houses and six godowns, 
and twelve houses were pulled down 
in order to stop the progross of the 
flames. The value of the property is 
gstimated to be about $100,000.—The 
result of a search made amongst the 
ruins for the bodies of persons reported to 
have been killed during the confusion, has 
been the finding of the remains of only one 
mgn.—The yield of the rice-crop during 
the past year in the province of Nagasaki 
is reported to be only 6-10ths of the usual 
average.—A mevting of subscribers to the 
fund for building a new theatro was held 
on the 8th. It was announced that over 
$1,000 had been secured, and a Committee 
was appointed to make all arrangements 
for tho construction of the building, which 
is to ba called the Nagasaki Public Hall 
and Thgatre.

THE RISING IN JAPAN. 
Tue Japan papers seem taken by sur- 
prise by the present outbreak in Hizen, 
and contain no satisfactory account of 
its origin or aim. From two separate 
hints, however, given respectively by the 
Japan Mail and by our Nagasaki’ cor- 
respondent—we may venture to draw 
a strong conclusion. It is clear ths 
for the first time since the establ 
ment of the new régime, the Samurai 
class are taking an active part in the 
rising ; and rumour connects Soyeshima, 

+ the late Minister of Foreign Affairs, ac- 
tively with the movement. The Mail, 
| which is always loath to admit any hos- 
‘tility to the Government, and has been 

| steadily scolding its conitemporaries for 

[speaking of war—either civil or Corean, 
admits at last that there is much grave 
discontent among the Samurai, and 
suggests that the Government scheme for 
the extinction of their life pensions is at 
the bottom of the feeling. 

‘At tho time the great daimios surren- 
dered their feudal power into the hands 
of the Mikado, and retired to the position 
of privatenobles, the Government charged 
itself with annuities to them and pensions 
tothe Samurai who had been hitherto 
depending on their lords, The estimated 
amount of these pensions for 1873 was 
$12,613,816, and the Government lately 
conceived a scheme for ridding the State 
of this enormous liability by capitali- 
sing the annuities, and paying thom off 
with money raised by loan in, Europe. 
‘The idea is an excellent one ; but, as our 
contemporary remarks in the paragraph 
to which we have alluded, all its success 
must depend upon the justice of its 
terms. Now the proposed terms were 
that hereditary incomes should be extin- 
guished by the payment of six years, and 
lifeincomesby the payment of four years, 
of their annual amount—half to be paid 
in cash and half in Government bonds 
Dearing 8 per cent interest. And it 
‘does not seem to us surprising that 
the pensioners should rebel at such a 
proposal. Here, then, was evidently a 
grave cause of discontent among the 
most dangerous class in the country, 
needing only a “cry” to take active 
expression. This ery is ready at hand— 
‘war with Corea.” We have not time 
now, nor is it necessary to recapitulate 
the history of political relations between 
Japan and Corea. It will be sufficient 
to recall that Corea has been'a tributary 
of Japan, but thnt she has lately—since 

the French and American episodes—re- 
polled the relationship, and expressed 
her decision in insolent terms, in her 
communications to Yeddo. Foremost 
ymongst the clans anxious to punish this 
jpsolence have been the inhabitants of 
Kiushiu, the nearest to Corea of the 
three chief Japanese islands. Soye- 
shima, the late Minister of Foreign 
Affairs, resigned his post because he 
could not carry the war policy; and 
Soyesbima is a Samurai of Hizen, the 
province which is now in open revolt. 
Shimadzu Saburo, the real bead of the 
Satsuma Clan, also resigned an impor- 
tant office under Government, for the 
same reason ; and Satsuma, a neighbour 
of, Hizen, has been among the foremost 
n the cry for war. It is unnecessary to 








go much farther for an explanation of a 
rising when we have patent causes— 
dissatisfaction, and a valid cry though 
which the dissatisfaction finds vent. 
But when we add to these two main 
grievances the great general irritation 
that has been excited by the recent 
changes in Japan; the subversion of 
established custom, the petty interfer- 
ence with every social habit, we are at 
no loss to conceive abundant recruits 
for any organised movement. Still the 
movement appears to be an expression of 
dissatisfaction, rather than of a wish to 
overturn the established Government ; 
and we apprehend no danger to the 
Central Power that judicious concession 
may not avert. Even the reported 
refusal of the Yeddo troops to march 
against the rebels, means probably no 
more than sympathy in the war cry. 
Let the conditions offered to the Samurai 
be revised, and their disloyalty will be 
converted. Let rein be given to what is 
evidently a strong popular wish, and 
the whole flood of excitement will be 
diverted towards Corea. But it does 
look as though restrictive’ measures 
would probably light a fresh civil war. 








‘THE ASHANTEE WAR. 
Sin Garnet Wolseley’s rapid success has 
eminently justified his selection to con- 
duct the expedition against Ashantee. 
It was only on the 27th September that 
he landed in Freetown, and exactly four 
months later, he is dictating terms of 
peace before Coomassie, ‘The measure of 
his success must not be judged by the 
relative qualities of the combatants as 
soldiers. Although the Ashantees are 
described as a brave and robust race, and 
well drilled after their own fashion, no 
preponderance of numbers on their part 
could give them a chance in open battle, 
against the arms of precision and the 
superior tactics of the British, But the 
fighting did not take place in the open ; 
every battle was fought in the bush, 
where the native is at home and to which 
the English soldier is unaccustomed. 
‘The difficulty lay in the nature of the 
camipaign—in the climate, the jungle, the 
absence of roads, the difficulty of moving 
men and supplies, and the harassing 
style of warfare. ‘Taking all into consi- 
deration, it would seem that Sir Garnet 
Wolseley had a task little less difficult, 
though ‘on a smaller scale, than had Sir 
Robert Napier in Abyssinia. Coomassie 
ee almost as difficult to reach as Mag- 
fala. 

We shall look with very great interest 
for the accounts that will now be made 
public, of the people and the country. 
‘A good deal of information has been dis- 
interred by English newspapers, from 
books written after previous expeditions; 
but it is given necessarily in a condensed 
form, and serves to indicate that there is 
yery much worthy of elaborate disquisi- 
tion in the character and customs of our 
late opponents. ‘The marshy jungle 
which offers so terrible an obstacle to 
Europeans is only a belt, between the 
coast and Ashantee, inhabited by the 
Fantee tribes who have been our nominal 
allies. The Asbantee territory is a 
plateau raised some 1,500 to 3,000 ft. 
above the sea level, and covering an 
arenas large as Great Britain and Ireland. 





Neither must the inhabitants be held 


the utter savages one is apt to consider 
all negroes in their native state. Savages 
they are in many of their habits, in their 
superstitions and their ferocity, But 
they seem to have a fairly organised 
government, and to have attained to 
some skill as artisans and builders. 
Coomassie is said to be by no means a 
heterogeneous collection of huts, but a 
well arranged town. The exaction of 
an indemnity of £200,000 implies 
the possession of some substance ; and 
the King seems in fact to enjoy largo 
revenues—derived from tribute paid by 
his feudal dependencies, taxes levied in 
his own dominions, customs dues on trade, 
the produce of sundry goldfields, a tax 
on gold ornaments worn by bis nobles, 
and, not least, from confiscation to his 
exchequer of all the gold belonging to 
any man or woman who dies in Ashantee. 

‘We have often come into collision with 
the Ashantees, and have once, in 1817, 
sent a mission to Coomassie, but have 
never before advanced an army to the 
capital. In 1823 indeed the Ashantees 
defeated, captured and killed Sir Charles 
McCarthy, the then governor of Cape Coast 
Castle ; but the disaster was retrieved 
in 1826, when they were utterly routed 
near Acra. Later on, in 1841, a Wesley- 
an mission was established in Coomassie, 
and it is evident from Reuter’s telegram 
of the 4th instant, stating that the King 
had sent a German missionary to treat 
with the British—that there are still 
foreigners residing in the town. Suc- 
cessive mails, however, will now bring 
us detailed information on many of these 
points, and descriptions of the country 
and capital which our troops have at 
length reached. This expedition will 
probably put our relations with Ashanteo 
on a different footing, and ensure moro 
easy and constant intercourse than has 
ever yet been had. We may be sure 
that Stipulations for freedom of trade, 
and the personal security of traders, will 
be among the leading features of the 
treaty ; and the Ashantees will probably 
be this time convinced that it will be wise 
to observe their obligations, News does 
travel even in Africa, and the recent 
expeditions in North, East, and West, will 
hardiy fail to convince the Natives of 
the hopelessness of attempting to resist 
civilised power. ‘The present war has 
not been a popular one in England ; the 
necessity of inflicting chastisement was 
regretted while the necessity was recog- 
nised. Yet it is almost always by war 
that the first step towards intercourse 
with uncivilised peoples has to be gained ; 
and it may well be that the present war 
will prove for the good of Ashantee as 
well as of the British Settlements. A 
clearer understanding will be arrived 
at, and a clearer course of policy decided 
on. The danger of future collision will 
be infinitely lessened; and a degree of 
intercourse will probably be established 
that will let some light of civilisation 
into this dark corner of the earth, 





‘THE ASLATIC SOCIETY. 
‘Tue address delivered by the President 
of the North China Branch of the Royal 
Asiatic Society deserves tore notice 
than that which a passing paragraph 
accords. It is, in the old sense of the 
word, an “Apology” for an institution 





which has been much misrepresented. It 
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is true that, as the President said, “the 
public is too apt to look upon the Society 
‘ag an assemblage of. Dryasdusts and 
cxotchet-mongers, held together by 2 the 
nocessity of mutual admiration.” 
it was quite, right to state the exists 
of this opinion. It is an acknowledged 
fact that this has been the view enter- 
tained by the Public.of Shanghai, of the 
little knot of men who hold their meet- 
ings in the Building in the Gnaomen 
Road. There isa strong objection in 
the mind of the resident in Shanghai to 
going out. after dinner—hence the failure 
of all lectures, the collapse of the Debat- 
ing Society, aud the languid interest in 
our only scientific gatherings. But in 
the interests of the few who have paid 
some attention to the pitblications of the 
Sosiety and to the printed reports of 
the mectings, and of the many who neg- 
lect both, we call attention to the address 
of Mr. Forbes. It isa record of quiet, 
unostentatious, patient work. It is 
highly honourable to Shanghai’ that 
‘under the auspices of this Society the 
lower Hwang-ho was first surveyed, and 
an important and interesting geographi- 
cal and commercial question settled. 
Several inscriptions have been translated 
and discussed, and papers on a vast num- 
‘ber of scientific subjects have been pub- 
lished. Amongst these it was just to 
give a yory prominent place to the papers 
of Messrs. Mayers and Swinhoe. These 
gentlemen have certainly enriched the 
journal with some of its most valuable 
‘productions. But Geology, Folk Lore, 
National History and Legendary and 
Mythical subjects have all in turn won 
the attention of some of the members, 
and the results of their investigations are 
‘before us in a goodly number of published 
journals, ‘Thepresent state of the Society, 
however, though in a cortain senso en: 
gouraging, is not completely satisfactory. 
Something has been done already, but 
‘there are many departments in which 
activity might very, properly be exercised. 
Where are three valuable suggestions 
gomprised in the Presidential Address. 
‘The, one relates to the establishment of 
a Museum, which we have repeatedly 
iecommended in the columns of this 
journal, We have postponed too long 
‘the inauguration of this undertaking, 
‘There,are many sources whence it might 
be supplied with specimens. The Her- 
barium, the Geological Cabinet, and the 
Department of Industrial Products would 
provoke a healthy emulation amongst the 
men who have “hobbies,” and in a brief 
space we should doubtless see specimens 
filling the shelves, and attracting visitors 
from other ports who would themselves 
in turn become contributors to the 
‘various cases. 

The second proposal of Mr. Forbes 
serves as a supplement to the suggestion 
about a museum. We allude to the hint 
that the men who take “up-country” 
trips should send in rough memoranda 
of their ideas and observations. “Diaries 
of journeys, descriptions of interesting 
places, copies of inscriptions, sketch 
maps, accounts of agricultural or in- 
dustrial processes, observations on the 
manners and customs of the people, 
notes on geology or natural history, 
‘would all find a fitting place here; they 
would be catalogued in each year’s jour- 
nal, and abstracts of the more interest- 
ing'papers might be published by the 





editorial committee.” When we consi- 
der how many persons go on pleasure 
excursions annually from Shanghai, at 
the various holiday seasons, we shall re- 
alize the full value of these remarks, 
‘There are many whohave no special hobby 
and are not sportsmen, excursionists 
who simply go up to enjoy themselves, 
and who want a pursuit to give interest 
and occupation to the trip. Such men 
might easily rub up enough botany, or 
geology, or natural history to give their 
observations an intelligent “direction, 
and to help thoroughly equipped save 
With regard to the suggestion concern- 
ing a Chinese Library, there seems some 
differonce of opinion. Mr. Wylie is not 
sanguine as to this project succeeding, 
but we have long entertained the opinion 
that a Reading Room for the Chinese 
would be a valuable justitution. - It 
occurred to us that such a room might 
be opened in some street frequented by 
respectable Chinese, and that it would 
stand independently on its own merits, 
but the idea of connecting it with the 
Asiatic Society is a good one, and we 
shall hope to see it realized. 

Enough bas been said to show that the 
Society is proved by the summary of its 
achievements not to have been idle ; but 
still we may quote the words of Dr. 
Bridgman’s inaugural address, and say : 
“Our incentives to action are great and 
manifold, and they appear especially so, 
when they are compared with those 
which surrounded other similar bodies in 
other times and in other places. Here 
we enjoy the Old and the New.” 











THE TEA GARDENS. 
Anyone who wishes to be-reminded of 
old-fashioned English country fair, 
seen through a Chinese glass, and who is 
at the same time impervious to stenches and 
indifferent to crowding, may be amused by 
an hour's stroll through the city Tea Gar- 
dens, just now. We repeat, the process 
of getting thero is appalling ; the little 
North Gato is never a cleanly spot ; 
but the crowds of people who now throng 
it, and the lane of beggars who lino the 
approach, render it at present something 
awful. ‘Thero is a moment’s relief in 
the firat street after eutering, which is 
very passably clean; but you have hardly 
breathed freely ere you come across a 
large open sewer which defies description— 
the only compensation being that a very 
few hundred yards bring you to what 
Chinamen_ call Chun-wang-miaou, 

$f EA JB, ana Foreignerstho Tea Gardens. 
As everyone knows. who has visited the 
spot, the word Garden must be taken in 
the Chinese sense, which is about as 
far removed from neat flower beds, gravel 
walks, and choice fruit trees, as it is possi- 
ble to conceive. Artificial rockwork, water, 
bridges, and pavilions on tiny islands, 
are their leading conception of the idea ; 
and these exist on a tolerably extensive but 
somewhat inferior scale at the Chun-wang- 
miaou. There is no privacy ; the whole 
space is a thoroughfare, and just now is 
thronged to crushing point by vendors of 
every description of goods from sugar cane 
to singing birds, and by every variety 
of native from well dressed children to 

















opium-ruined beggars. We do not pre-| 








tend to go overjithe ground system- 
atically, and are disposed tofthink it would 
hardly repay the ordeal ; but the Chinamen. 
seem to enjoy the fair immensely ; and we 
havea hazy idea that one used to feel some- 
what similar sensations, when let loose for 
two or three hours in very small school- 
oy days, to spend sixpence on fairings, 
and get what excitement one could out of 
bang-ups. 

Here, to begin with, are any quan- 
tity of peepshows, in which for a few 
cash you may see various amenities of 
foreign life, from a picturo of the Vienna 
Exhibition to a nude statue of Venus ; 
or sketches of Chinese relaxation, from 
ladies playing the lute to entranced gen- 
tlemen who load tea tables with gold 
sycee, to theatrical performances in pub- 
lic where male talent and gorgeous 
dresses are the only permissible attrac- 
tion.—All around are Athletes, impaling 
themselves on swords, drawing impossibl 
numbers of resisting men by cords pressing 
‘on the windpipe, and variously exhibiting 
themselves and imposing on tho credulot 
Fortune-tellers holding entranced men, 
who look ashamed, and yet unable to” 
resist the attraction, of having their fato 
predicted by a clever humbug ; Story- 
tellers who keep open mouthed crowds lis- 
toning to an apparently never-ending 
tale. Fruit and sweetmeat stands for 
the recreation of the aforesaid public, 
in unlimited numbers, are variously scat- 
tered thoughout and in every corner of 
the grounds, Beggars whom you cannot 
but pity, but whose touch is pollution, 
jeate tho crowd ; ox- boys,” gone to 
grief through gambling and opium, offer to 
act as gutides, and irritate you by the mere 
suggestion, in face of a respectable crowd, 
that you could possibly have anything in 
common with such debauched looking 
scoundrels, ‘The materials for gambling 
are superabundant—from dice-throwing 
pure and simple for a few cash a throw, to 
the dial-faced machine on which one used 
to spin for lollypops in English fairs, 
Toy stands are all over the place, and at- 
tract alike happy fathers in fur and silk, 
and poor countrymen in well worn blue 
cotton who look long at the few cash they 
think of spending on » humming top for 
little A-sing at home. 

‘The thing best worth of the whole, 
was in one of the many recesses that aro to 
be found in the grounds if you havo 
courage or knowledge to unearth them— 
an exhibition of trained mice ; little white 
and piebald animals, so small that you 
would think they shad not strength to 
move hazel nut, driving chain pumps, 
windmills, water wheels and other little 
models of machinery. The man in charyo 
did not seem to have accumulated wealth 
by his exhibition, though crowds stood 
around ; for the handfal of cash which 
the foreigner put in his basket seemed to 
frank the whole entertainment, The little 
things were wonderfully well-drilled, each 
one running to his proper place when 
taken out of his nest of cotton wool, 
and setting to work with a will to turn his 
wheel to the encouraging sound of gong and 
voice. We could have looked on at them 
for some time, had it not seemed cruel to 




































keep them at work.—Then Punch and 
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Judy, that delight of men, women and 
children from eight years old to eighty, 
that certain centre of a crowd wherever it 
is exhibited, in East or West. The 
AA BE IGG Moning-dai-she as the 
Chinese call it, is one of the few things in 
China that do not fall below the Western 
pattern. Everyone has seen it; at least 
if they have not they ought to have, so 
we shall not venture on half acolumnof des- 
cription ; there are the ‘same clock-shaped 
theatre, the same squeaky voice, the same 
amusing gestures, the same interest and 
Jnughter in the crowd ; only more mario- 
nettes, and a more elaborate and longer 
performance. 

Our readers will hardly wish to enter 
the teashops, or even to look into the 
neighboring temples. Most of those who 
care to see and know something of the 
country they aro living in, have seen 
these or better ones already. It is worth 
while, however, to stroll round the shops 
which line the enclosure, and which display 
an immense assortment of sweetmeats, 
toys, ornaments, and other knick-knackery. 
One corner shop is devoted to singing 
birds, and wo wero asked there the mo- 
derate sum of $7 for a large singing lark. 
On another counter wero a number of tiny 
glass bowls containing tiny goldfish ; here 











is ivory and bono ware, thero silver and 
tin; here gorgeous figures in sugar, and 
there toys in clay—everything in fact in 


the way of triflery, that Chinese custom 
demands and local ingenuity or enterprise 
can supply to willing purchasers. 

‘And 80, a8 Popys said, back to luncheon 
—back past the dirty sewer, back through 
the filthy gate, back over the stinking moat, 
Dack though the Inno of beggars, to the 
cleanly streets and wholesome atmosphere 
of foreign Shanghai, Let not our readers 
accuse up of. having omitted to note the 
Arawbacks, if they incline to see for them- 
selves the Chineso at their Now Year's 
amusements—and let them not forget a 
pocketful of loose cash and a few small 
coin

PEKING. 


One of the Peking sights which interests 
me considerably is the Mongols moving 
about the streets; whether on foot, on 
ponies, or on their large camels. 
mounted, men and women ride 
‘and where Mongol women are con- 
cerned there appears nothing indelicate 
in the proceeding. ‘The Mongols appear 
in general to bea strong, robust, good- 
natured people, both men and women. I 
have seen a great many inielligent ta- 
king faces amongst them ; and should’ say 
that we would find as high a percentage of 
ovd-looking men and women amongst the 
Sfongols who come to Peking, as amongst 
the Tower class of northern Chinese ; and 
Ihave to add that the northern Chinese 
are, on the whole, a better looking people 
than the Cantonese and Fuhkeénese. The 
Mongols at this time of the year, both 

‘women, aro nearly all clothed in 
septkin coats and sheepskin leg- 
ings, the wool in both being inside ; 
thelr heads aro covered with fur caps. ‘and 
their feet with untanned leather boots. 
The lamas, or priests, who come here with 
them, have yellow colored gowns, either 
stained yellow or covered with yellow 
cloth, and their caps are also yellow. ‘The 


























free and easy manner in which, when on 
foot, they loungeabout thestreetsand shops, 
amuses me very much. As men and women. 
ress alike, or nearly so, I had for a time 
difficulty in recognizing the ladies. Now, 
however, I know the difference at once. 
‘The retainers of tho chiefs bring all kinds 
of gamg with them, which they exchange 
for Chinese and foreign articles, Four 
evenings ago a big goodnatured fellow 
shewed me some British needles which he 
had just got in exchange for a pheasant ; 
and judging from the miserable appearance 
of the bird as he lay on the ground, it 
appeared to me that the Mongol had 
tho best of the bargain, The Mongols to 
whom I havo hitherto spoken, (of course 
if they only speak Mongolian we can’t con- 
verse) say they have come from that part 
of Mongolia lying north of Peking, having 
entered Chihit by the Koopekow Pass. The 
droves of ponies which I have besides 
seen on the streets, corroborate the state- 
ment ; they being all small-sized animals, 
such as wo have hitherto obtained at 
‘Tientsin from tho so-called Lama-meaou or 
Toohnoor region of Mongolia, which lies 
north of Peking. From this I infer that 
the Mongols who live outside Kalgan have 
not yet made their appearance on their 











usual winter trip to Peking. ‘The large- 
sized ponies in general come from the part 
the 


of Mongolia lying outside Kalgan. 
fact is that the animals increase in size as 
we travel from this West, in Mongolia, 
until we como to regions where they can- 
not be ealled ponies, but must be termed 
horses; and when on the other hand we 
travel East to the Corean sea, the ponies 
diminish in size till we find animals less 
in height than even Shetland ponies. ‘The 
Chinese of Chihli prefer tho small-sized 
animals which come from the Lama-meaou 
direction, through the Koo-pe-kow Pass, to 
the larger animals, which come from Mon- 
olia outside Kalgan and through the 

‘algan Pass, as they consider them 
stouter and hardier than those coming 
from western Mongoli:

If the Go- 
vernment do not pursve this 
they may 
troubles will before long arise, which they 
will find it much more difficult to arrange 
amicably than if it appeared that. thoy 
had really taken measures to instruct and 
admonish their people on their conduct 
towards foreigners. 

‘The Peking Gazette of 30th ultimo an- 
nouaces that Wanseang had again requested 
His Majesty to grant to him an extension 
of ten days additional leave of absence from 
official business. From the fact of this 
statesman so frequently applying for leave, 
wo must conclude that his health must 
have lately become very inferior—a matter 
much to be regretted by foreign officials, 
—In the Gazette of 31st we read that Tung- 
soun, president of the Board of Finances 
and ‘one of the chiefs of the Tsung-li 
Yamun, had asked ten days additional 
furlough. Thishigh official was not amongst 
the members of the Tsung-li Yamun wi 
called on the Foreign Ministers at their 
New Year, being prevented doing s0 by 
actual sickness, With the exception of 
Prince Kung, Chung-how and Ching-lin, 
all the chiefs’ of the Ji Yamun aro 

















what may be correctly termed old men; 
being above sixty years of age ; 60 it is not 
surprising that they should be often absent 
on sick leave. 

The Customs Courier for Shanghai 
leaves to-day at noon, so I despatch this 
letter by it. ‘The weather still keeps 
mild; and to-day being the first day of 
spring according to the Chinese reckoning, 
itis generally considered here both by ° 
Chinese and Foreigners that the severel 
cold weather is over for this winter. No 
snow has fallen as yet in answer to the 
prayers of the Emperor. 
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‘NAGASAKI. 


Isent you a telegram this morning, about 
the Hizen troubles—which havo taken a 
somewhat serious aspect—and now adda 
few particulars. 

It is very difficult to give tho true origin 
of the present insurrection ; but as far as 
Ican gather, the immediate cause of the 
outbreak in Hizen was tho arrival in Saga 
(the capital of that province) of a new 

jovernor, with a body of 200 (some say 
400) troops, who wished at once to put 
‘a stop to the discontent long ruling’ in 
the place, by fo He sppears to have 
marched into the castle, and to have fired 
upon the town, but was soon surrounded 
by a large body of rebels and burnt out. 
Ibis said that the Governor, Iwa-mura, 
‘and nearly the whole of his men were 
burnt or killed. 

‘This occurred about the 15th instant,

News 
from Satzama shows an_ equal prospect of 
troubles there, and as Chikuzen isan old 
offender, the chances are that the whole of 
Kiushiu is on the eve of a rising against 
the present Government. 
‘The discontent has existed for a long 
time, and the whole of the samurai class 
being out of work and muleted of their 
former pensions, a large body of disaffected 
people exist who, if well led, might make 

long stand against the Government forces 
—if not actually cause another revolution, 
It is possible that an immediate declara- 
tion of war against Corea might turn the 
tables; but meantime a civil war has 
actually commenced, and it may now bo 
too late to avertit, even by trying the 
effect of a foreign war. 

At present we apprehend no danger to 
ourselves, and although the presence of an 
English gunboat would be reassuring, it is 
not likely that any danger exists to for- 
eigners. In any case the Russian and 
American men-of-war in harbour are suf- 
ficient to protect the Settlements froin any 
attack. 

‘The high price of rice causes some 
alarm, lest rice riots should follow in the 
wake’ of a political insurrection, and 
rumors have not been wauting that these 
may form the pretext of troubles in tho 
native town,

The annual meeting of shareholders in 
the Hongkong and Shanghai Banking Cor- 
poration was held oii the 16th, when the 
report and accounts were passed, and 
directors and auditors re-elected, ‘The re- 
port shows a total profit on the half-year 
(including $36,509 brought forward from 
Inst account) of $240,321. Of 
$226,290 are available for distribution ; 
and the Directors recommend a Dividend 
for the half-year at the rate of 4 per 
cent, which will absorb $200,000, leaving 
$26,000 to bo carried to new account, 
‘The figures given show a considerable fall- 
ing off from previous years, but must be 
regarded as satisfactory in view of the 

revalent badness of trade.—The Hong- 

‘ong Fire Insurance Company’s share- 
holders met on the same day, passed the 
report and accounts, and re-elected the 
consulting Committee and auditors. A vote 
of thanks was unanimously accorded the 
Consulting Committee, for having secured 
so handsome a return.—At a meeting 
of the Canton Insurance Company, held 
on the 9th inst. the resolutions come 
to at the meeting of 26th January, 
with regard to Reserve Fund, were con:

‘The Naiad was first home, at 
6.13.50.—The second annual Flower Show 
was also opened on Saturday, but while in 
point of numbers it was about tho same, 
it is reported not to have been, in respect 
to quality, equal to last year, 

‘The Daily Press gives particulars of 
a terrible boat accident, by which over 100 
lives aro believed to have been lost, ‘The 
small steamer Wanloong, which had been 
recently built to run between Hongkong 
and Canton, capsized in the harbour on 
starting for her first trip, with some 
200 passengers on board, of whom it 
is feared at least 50 are drowned, ‘The 
cause of the accident is assumed to be over- 
loading. Faller details will be found in 
the account which we reprint on another 
page.—An inquiry into the catastrophe 
was begun on the L4th, ‘Tho steamer has 
been raised and benched at Wanchi. The 
master, J. P. Heriot, has been arrested on a 
warrant charging that he did, on the 13th 
Fob., commit manslaughter by the culpable 
overloading of the steamer Wanloong, in 
the harbour of Victoria, whereby the said 
steamer did capsize, and some 30 persons 
lost their lives, He has been released on 
bail in two sureties of $2,500 exch. Capt. 
Cairns, in evidence at the coroner’s inquest, 
said he would have passed the steamer as 
fo for 92 paesengers to Canton, includin, 
crew, It is believed there were over 100 
on deck, and as many more in the cabin 
The Daily Press remarks :—We noticed, 
yesterday, that the men in several of the 
sampans which rushed to the scene made 
no attempt to save the drowning, but 
stretched out their arms over the heads 
of the drowning men to get at bundles 
and other things floating in the water. 
We also observed that one of the Yow- 
mah-tee steam ferry boats, during the 
struggle the water, steamed right 
through the boats and men in the water, 
nearly capsizing some of the boats to 
which the people were clinging. A police 
boat and all her crew very nearly met such 
a fate.—Auother catastrophe has occurred 
in Hongkong harbour, the Peruvian shi 
Columbia having been totally destroye 
by fire. ‘The Daily Press gives the follow- 
ing particulars :— 

The Columbia arrived here from Macao, 
and took in a cargo of vice for San Fran: 
cisco; her crew was shipped, and she was 
about to sail inaday or so, About 6.30 
p.m, on Sunday, the 15th instant, she was 
discovered to be on fire in the forehold, 
where tar, rope, and other like combusti- 
ble substances ‘were kept.- ‘The crow at 
the time were at dinner, ‘The alarm was 
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not given for some time, when a was 
fred and Inspector Grimes, whe was on 
the Praya, at once took a boat and went 
off. On his arrival he found that some of 
the crew had deserted her, and the rest 
were making preparations to do the same. 
By this time Sergeant Wassenius, from the 
polie chop, arrived with a force, and he 
found only four men on board, who 
would not do anything towards subduing 
the fire, although several casks of water 
were close to the hatch ready to throw 
down on to the flames. He also found the 
mate of the vessel going about threatening 
to shoot any person who camo near, alleg- 
ing that his vil paintinge had been stolen, 
and who, being drunk, got more obstreper- 
ous, so that those who. would have helped 
to subdue the flames did not care to assist, 
when they found the officers and crew in- 
different. The flames spread and signals 
were again given by guns and blue lights, 
but all to no purpose, as the fire had got 
too great ahold. By one o'clock, the ship 
presented a most imposing sight, the 
mes having mounted up to the yards, on 
which the sails were alroady bent for sea. 
This lasted till about 2 o’clock, when the 
masts began to fall over the side, and she 
then continued to burn fore and aft till 9 
a.m. on Monday, when thesteam tug Fame 
took her in tow to Kowloon, to the beach 
inside the spot where the ill-fated Dunmail 
lies sunk in the bay. The was 
formerly the American ship Congress.

‘The Dutch troops have taken the Kraton, 
but on entering it was found deserted. 
Tho latest telegrams are very meagre, 
merely stating that the most important 
eampongs or villages south of the Kraton 
have been burnt,—by whom, is not yot 
made public, The accounts of the war, 
howover, that reach us through the army 
correspondents of the Java papers, describe 
tho resistance offered by the Achineso as 
stubborn in the extreme, and the progress 
of the invading force has been but slow. 
They were obliged to await the arrival of 
the reserve battalion left at Pedang, before 
venturing to storm the Kraton ; and now 
that the entire force is in the field, with a 
vigorous, numerous and warlike enemy to 
contend ‘against, in a difficult country, it 
‘would appear that they have still a difficult 
task before them, and the end is, to say 
the least, exceedingly doubtful. ‘Thi 
petirity of Buropean arms and discipline 

as enabled them to gradually drive back 
the Achineso; but on the other hand there 

- is the certainty that some twenty thousand 
determined warriors, too wary to allow the 
invading force the chance of dictating a 
capitulation, have eluded them at the enti 
moment, and aro still free to oppose 
their furthor progress, How slow and 
cautious must that progress be, in a country 
of which they aro totally ignorant, with an 
enemy lurking in every bush, and where 
the farther they penetrate the stronger 
force they must employ to preserve their 
communication with the coast; where, too, 
their troops are exposed to an enemy more 
insidious than their spirited foe, in the 
poisonous malaria of the jungle in which 
their operations are being conducted. It 
may therefore, be well for them to 
before venturing further, and consider 
whether the end will be worth all the blood 
and treasure they must sacrifice to attain 
it; whether a few abandoned strongholds, 
in'a deserted and devastated country, will 
be a fit recompense, not merely for the cost 
of taking, but of keeping the land they 
thus obtain.—Straits Times. 























LAROOT. 


The results of Sir Andrew Olarke’s visit 
to Laroot and Perak have exceeded the 
most sanguine expectations. Tho vexed 
question as to who. is the rightful Sultan 





of Perak was finally settled by the crown- 
ing of the Rajah Muda, and all the chiefs 
gave in their submission to the new Sultan, 
The rival Chinese factions in Laroot have 
all been disarmed, and bound down each 
in the sum of $50,000 to keep the peace. 
In addition to these highly gratifying re- 
sults, a new treaty has been entered into 
between the Sultan and this Government, 
and confirmed by all the chiefs, whereby a 
British Resident is to be appointed at Pe- 
rak and an Assistant Resident at Laroot, 
to collect the revenue and generally super- 
intend the administration of the Govern- 
ment. 

But though in these negotiations with 
the States on the West Coast of the Penin- 
sula, much has been attained towards res- 
toring order, there yet remains work to be 
done with the turbulent States lying be- 
tween these aud our own Settlement of 
Malacca, before tranquility can be perma- 
nently restored on our borders, and the 
protection of the legitimate trade of the 
Colony assured. ‘The shocking murders 
and outrages that have been committed, 
the illegal exactions that have been made 
from traders passing up and down the 
rivers close to Malacca, and very recently 
a piratical attack made upon the Cape Ra- 
chado lighthouse, call for serious and deter- 
mined action on the part of this Govern- 
ment,—a responsibility which we trust, 
from the indications we have already had 
of the policy of our new administration, it 
will not hesitate to accept. Admiral Shad- 
well, with a fleet consisting of the Iron 
Duke, Midge, Thalia, and Frolic, left this 
on the morning of the 26th for Malacca 
and Pinang, and H.M.S. Salamis, which 
remained behind to eatch the English mail, 
left yesterday morning to join the fleet. 
‘Though the precise object of their visit is 
not made public, we understand they will 
remain about four days at each of those 
Settlements, and will probably show them- 
selves at Perak and Laroot, returning to 
Singapore about the 10th proximo.—Straits

Stagnant lagoons, with 
straight cut rotten banks, and'a quagmire 
at bottom for all but the flyers, causing 
frequent and considerable grief, appear to 
have been most affected by the foxes in 
the first part of the run.

CHINESE HOUSES. 


To the Editor of the 
Norr-Catwa Henan. 

Sm,~If the correspondent who wrote 
to you last week, over the signature of 
‘‘Resident,” is an owner of property, he 
has doubtless received a copy of the ci 
lar which the Council have since 
the subject referred to ; and which, as no 
report of their deliberations on the sub- 
ject is yet forthooming, it may perhaps be 
worth while to print in your columns. 
19th February, 1874. 

Sim,—A. careful examination of the Nativ 
quarters ofthe Settlement, North of the Yang- 
kking-pang, having been made. by the Wat 
Committee, in conjunction with the Health 
Officer, for the purpose of ascertaining their 
sanitary condition, it has been found that 
they are as a rule ‘over-crowded,, imperfectly 
drained, and in.a state so exovedingly. Slthy, 
as to call for immediate action befére 
approach of the hot weather. 

{tis the opinion of the Council, based upon 
the information laid before them, that if such 
action is not taken the health of the Settle- 
ment cannot fail to be materially affected 
and should an epidemic, such as cholera, une 
fortunately make its appearance, ite ravagee 
would undoubtedly be fearfully increased by 
the existing state of matters. 

There can be no doubt but that a large 

roportion of the owners of Native tenements 
Rave failed to comply. with the terms of Bi 
Law VIL of the Land Regulations, and that 
the Council would be fully justified in resort- 
ing to such coercive measures as they are 
therein empowered to take. 

‘The Council are satisfied, however, that the 
majority of such owners are disposed to give 
their hearty co-operation in ensuring proper 
sanitary conditions for the Settlement, and 
prefer to appeal to them totake much renedial 

‘as may appear necessary. 

‘Phe Council, therefore, would recommend:— 

I.—That all premises below the level of the 
adjacent streets should be raised, so as to 
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‘cause a low of surface drainage to the public 
sewers, 

‘IL.—That private courts and alleys should 
be paved, and furnished with side-channels, 
for the same purpose, 

TLL.—That all pools of stagnant water, and 
surface drains with no outlet, should be filled 
in; and all drains communicating with the 
public sewers should be examined, and cleared 
of accumulations. 

IV,—That some effective measures should 
bo adopted for having all filth and garbage 
removed, and placed within easy reach of the 
Contractor, whose daty it is to dispose of 
such. 

'V.-—That overcrowding should be'prevented 
as far as possible. 

The action of the Council is, you will see, 
as yet only persuasive, and in some 
cases it-may undoubtedly do good. I 
dony that foreign-owned Chinese proper- 
tios are as a rule filthy ; on the contrary, 
many of them compare very favour- 
ably with many foreign compounds, But 
there are objectionable spots, to which the 
action of the Council may bo judiciously 
directed, Bye-law VIII gives the Council 
great power in enforcing drainage, but it 
says nothing about raising the level of 
houses as suggested in para 1; and this 
would be a very difficult and expensive 
provision to cary out, It would, im fact, 
many cases, ndoubtedly entail pulling 
down and rebuilding, Such a rule as sug- 
gested might however be enforced in caso 
of all future buildings—if only we had some 
standard level to go by ; for at present the 
levels of the streets rise and fall according 
rico of successive Councils. ‘The 
Council now in office is supposed to be a 
high level party, the previous one was alow 
lovel one, and the latter’s predecessor high 
level. Just seo the inconvenience of th 
about a couple of years ago or more, when 
the high level party were in office, a certain 
‘well-known landrenter, when building some 
new houses in tho Shantung Road (not a 
hundred yards from your office), had them 
constructed ao that the ground floors wero 
about a foot and a half above the level of 
the adjacent road, thus making ample 
rovision for further raising of the road 
jovel by the Council. Then the low level 
party comes into office and actually lowers 
the level of the roud by about half a foot, 80 
that the tenants have very great incon- 
venience in mounting up into their houses, 
Indeed they are obliged to place empty 
wooden boxes in front of their doors as 
steps, and to these the Council object as 
nuisances.

a" The following is the Bye-law referred 
to 4a the circular which our correspondent 
quotes. 

“Tt shall not be lawful to erect any house 
within such limits, or to re-build any house 
in the Settlement, until a drain or drains be 
constructed of such size and materials, and at 
such level, and with such fall, as upon the 
report of the Surveyor, made to the Council, 
shall appear to be necessary and sulficient for 
the proper and effectual drainage of the same 
and its appurtenances ; such Report to be 
made within fourteen days after notice is given 
fo the said Surveyor of the proposed erection 
or re-building, and in default thereof all par- 
ties shall be at liberty to proceed with any 
such erection or building, as it no such roport 
‘wore required; and if a sever of the Counce, 
or a sewer which they are entitled to use, 
Srithin one hundred feet of any part of 
Bite of the house to be built or rebuilt, the 
Grain or drains 60 to be constructed shall Yead 
from and communicate with such sewer as the 
Council shall direct ; or if uo such means of 
drainage be within that distance, then the 
Inst mentioned drain or drains shall commu. 
nicate with and be emptied into such covered 
tesspool, or other place not being under any 
House, snd not bemg within such distance 
from any house, as the Council shall direct; 
‘and whosoever erects or rebuilds any house, 
‘or constructs any drains contrary to this Bye- 
Low, shall be Hable for every such offence to 
‘a penalty or fine not exceeding two hundred 
‘aud Bity dollars ($250) ; and if at any time, 
"upon the report of the Surveyor, itappear to the 

















Council that any house, whether built before 
or after the passing of this Bye-Law, is with- 
out any drain, or without such a drain or 
drains ‘communicating with a sewer, as is or 
are sufficient for the proper and effectual 
drainage of the same and its appurtenances, 
and if a sewer of the Council, or a sewer 
which they are entitled to use, be within one 
hundred feet of any part of such house, they 
shall cause notice in writing to be given to the 
owner or occupier of such house, ig 
him forthwith or within such reasonable time 
as shall be specified therein, to construct and 
Jay down, in connection with such house, one 
or more drain or drains, of such materials and 
size, at such level, and with such fall, as upon 
the last mentioned report shall appear to be 
necessary ; and if such notice be not com- 
plied with, the Council may, if they shall 
think fit, do the works mentioned or re- 
ferred to'therein ; and the exy incurred 
by them in so doing, if not forthwith paid. by

THE REBELLION IN JAPAN. 

‘The Japan Mail has the following re- 
garding the outbreak in Hizen, which may 
be of interest as indicating one of the 
probable causes of dissatisfaction :—

news from Hizen has increased this, The 
discussion on Soyejima’s memorial con- 
tinues active, but it is wholly impossible 
for any foreigner to infer with the least 
degree of certainty in which direction the 
greater weight of opinion lies. 

One thing, however, is certain at this 
moment in the midst of all this uncer- 
tainty, viz: that there is much grave dis- 
content among the samurai. We strongly 
suspect that this has its origin in the-terms 
of the new scheme for the extinction of 
the hereditary incomes or the life pen- 
sions of this class. That this measure is 
one of vast political and financial impor- 
tance to the empire is obvious, and the 
borrowing of the money with which it is 
partly to be carried out was a very legit 
mate operation. But all the success of it 
must depend upon the justice of its terms, 
and while it is extremely difficult for a 
foreigner to pronounce what they should 
boy fhe may nafely say that they should 
satisfy the sense of justice in the class 
affected by the measure, which is defective 
in as far as it fails to produce this result,” 

‘The same paper says that, on receipt of 
the first news, the War Department issued 
orders to mobilize the troops of the Kiushiu 
military divisions. 

‘The Japan Gazette gives a few statements 
which are also of interest. It publishes a 
Government telegram, which runs :

it reaches us. The above we give full cre- 
dence to ; although we confess that it has 
taken us by surprise to find that events 
are culminating so rapidly. Now the situ- 
ation developes itself so plainly that it is 
i ible to es It is absurd to 
wait for the revelations which the Govern- 
ment may be disposed to make, It is now 
plain beyond all dispute that the samurai 
fare determined to go against Corea; and 
that the army will not act against them to 
keep them qui 

‘Okubo (Sangi) goes down to the South 
as Commissioner from the Mikado to the 
disaffected people. He takes with hima 
strong battalion of Marines ; as other regi- 
ments have refused to go. 

It is hardly likely that the mission of 
Okubo can be of any use, ‘There are men 
of far greater influence than he in Sasshiu, 
in Hizen, in Geyshiu and Chikuzen. ‘Those 
men, we believe, can effect more with a word. 
than Okubo with his battalion of Marines, 
It is a most unfortunate position that the 
‘Mikado is placed in—without a man in the 
Ministry who can be said to possess any 
weight ‘at this crisis. Kido is still sick; 
and, were it otherwise, our opinion is that 
neither he nor Oki nor Katsz’ Awa nor 
Sanjo Daijin, (who are the most influen- 
tial) would oppose this movement vi ef 
armis. We believe that each prefer to see 
an external war with Corea to a civil war 
in Japan, Besides which, although their 
reason tells them that a Corean war is both 
difficult and expensive, and that it is also 
injudicions in the present state of the em- 
pire, still they all feel as others do, indig- 
nant at the insults the Coreans have hurled 
at Japan, 

Events aro assuming 60 definite a shape 
that we caunot suppose anyone will bo any 
longer deceived. As to the removal of the 
foreign force now in Yokohama, it would 
be highly injudicious at this juncture ; and 
we hope that nothing of the kind will be 
thought of. For, although we have no 
apprehensions of danger from the samurai 
at large, there are always a number of 
thos jo-i, of whom we used to hear, and 
who have declared themselves in Higo, 
who would, if they dared, molest for-, 
eigners,

Japanese officialism on the other, it is not 
easy to arrive at the truth; while the 
fact that telegraphic communication with 
the interior has been interrupted for some 
days, serves but to complicate matters, 
giving them an importance they may not 
deserve. 

Between 400 and 500 insurgents are now 
in Ne i, and are doubtless ready for 
anything that may transpire.

‘TERRIBLE BOAT CATASTROPHE AT HONGKONG" 
(Daily Press.) 

‘We regret deeply to have to record o 
most serious aceilent which happened. this 
morning, (13th February), at about 7 o'clock, 
to the small steamer Wan Loong, which 
has been recently built to run. between 
this and Canton. “A short time after start- 
ing, she was seen to sway first towards 
one side, and a little after towards the other, 
and finally she turned over and sank. ‘The 

jiculars of the sad accident, so far as we 
ve been able to ascertain them, are as fol- 
lows. It appears that the vessel, as notified 
in our regular issue of this morning, started 
from Messrs. John Burd & Co.’s wharf at seven 
G'elock. She carried a cargo, but accounts 
vary as to the exact number of passengers on 
board. It is generally believed, uowever, that 
there were between 200 and 300. As might 
lane been expected, a very, lage crowd of 
Chinese assembled on the Praya to see the 
vessel start. She got clear of her mot all 
right, but in taking a turn to come under the 
stera of a small German yacht lying near, she 
gave a roll inwards, in the circle she was des- 
Eribing. On her upper decks were @ large 
number of Chinese, and at th 
ran to the other side, a mover it which at 
once brought the vessel over. ‘The dead weight 
at the low side kept her from righting herself 
again, and er slanting ttitide prevented 
those on the top from getting to the high side. 
So the vessel went right over, and at oni 
‘sank close to Messrs. Aug. Heard & Co. 
buoy, in about four fathoms of water. 
stated, though with what foundation, if any, 
‘we cannot say, that there was very little bal- 
last in the boat. Some men were sent down 
below to right nd it was stated they were 
unable to get out again, but this does not 
appear to have been the ease, as large numbers 
were seen standing on her side after she had 
heeled over, and many of them were rescued. 
Tust befor went down, a wild cry arose 
from th board, which was at once caught 
up by those on the shore, and some hundreds 
of spectators rushed along the Praya, to sre 
what was the matter, and the excitement be- 
came intense. Several house-boats were im- 
mediately on the scene, as were also boats 
from the Hartford and Princess Charlotte. 
Inspector Stroud was prompt in getting all 
the police boats available to the scene, and a 
large number were thus saved, although it is 
feared that about 100, if not more, have been 
drowned. The saved were brought on shore, 
as they were picked up, and the police had 
the ambulances ready to carry away the des. 
‘The police at the time of our going to press 
were dredging for bodies about the spot, as 
‘rere aleo fout shrimp boats, We understand 
that the vessel looked so unsteady when start- 
ing that one of the police sergeaut- was so ap- 
pechenaire that she would go over, that he or- 
red the boats to be manned at once. The 
Captain aud engineer were saved. We under- 
stand that divers from the Princess Charlotte are 
tocommence operations at once, as the steamer 
is eridantty settling down in the mud. From 
some articles that have heen picked up, it is 
‘supposed that at least one European has been 
‘drowned. 

‘The catastrophe has caused a deep senss-. 
tion among the Chinese, who were greatly 
interested in the success of the new boat, and 
had been eagerly watching all connected with 
her. The season at which the accident has 
occurred renders it doubly sad, as the bulk of 
the passengers were returning to their families 
for the New-year, and the grief which will be 
caused will, therefore, be keen, and wide- 
spread. It’is, of course, impossible to speak 
with any certitude as to the actual cause of 
the accident, but it is probable that it resulted 
from overloading the vessel, as the bait of a 
journey to Canton at the New-year’s season 
for 50° cents would, of course, attract a large

‘The Acting Attorney-General, Mr. Hayllar, 
instructed by Messrs. Sharp and Toller, ap- 

rel for the plantif ; aud Mr. Kinggmil, 
instructed by Messrs. Caldwell and Brereton, 
for the defendants. 

‘The gentlemen sworn on the jury were 
Messrs. _Behre, R, Deacon, J. Greig, H. Ni- 
aise, L. Beyer, A. McIver, and 0. H. Bur- 
rows. 

‘The Arrorvex-Generat, in opening the 
case, said the action arose out of a clause in a 
charter party entered into by Messrs. Gilman & 
Co., as agents for the Lord of the Jsies steamer 
and Messrs. Russell and Co. ‘The charter 
party was dated the 28th March, 1873, and 
the vessel by that was chartered for ‘threo 
months, on a voyage from here to San Fran- 
cisco and back. ‘The charter money was 
£2,500 per month, besides the other usual 
charges. ‘The vessel, having been examined, 
and having received her cargo, started on 
her way on the 20th April, and’ when a cor~ 
tain number of days out,’ her crank shaft 
broke right across, and upon examination, it 
was discovered by the engineer that a flaw had 
reviously existed in the shaft. Tt was per- 
Rectly invisible. from the outside, but frou its 
appearance inside, it seemed to have beon in- 
creasing to about half an inch from the sur- 
faco, and been there since its formation, ‘The 
breaking of the shaft was a complete accident, 
‘That brought the matter within the fifth 
clause of the charter party ; and the qu 
tion for the jury to try was how, many 
days should be deducted from the charter 





























muney for the repairs of the vessel. ‘The 
words in the clause were: “if any accident 
occur, the time that was occupied in repair- 


ing should be deducted from the time of the 
charter.” When the accident took place they 
disconnected the broken shaft, and recon- 
nected the low pressure engine on anew shatt.

‘The ‘plaintiff's original claim was $18,905 for 
the 60 days. Subsequently there were some 
small deductions for short delivery, and cargo 
injured, which they had allowed. Then they 
hiad given up $842 for the ten days; and the 
total amount of the claim, therefore, now 
stood at $11,680. ‘The defendants had paid 
into Court $5,882.49. In considering the case, 
the first thing was the legal position in which 
the plaintiff stood under the charter party. 
‘That being a charter party on which the vessel 
was let on hire for so much a month, barrin 
clause 5th, it was distinct and clear that 
defendants would have had to pay for the 
whole time whether there was an accident or 
not. (Ripley v. Scaife.) When the Jury came 
to consider the Sth, efause of the agreement, 
‘must not consider consequential damages, 
but put a fair construction upon the meaning 
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of it. Tho words themselves were perfectly 
plain, “the time occupied in repairing,” and 
they had allowed the defendants for the time 
taken in the repairs. With regard to the 
seven days retardation referred to, if the 
plaintiff guaranteed the speed of the 
steamer, then, of course, they could have had 
some claim for breach of guarantee. But as 
it stood such a claim could not be maintained, 
nor could it be without a clause in so many 
absolute words. The plaintiff had taken u] 
himself much risk, and it only reasonable 
that the risk should be to a certain extent 
reciprocal. [The learned counsel then quoted 
from the evidence, but the facts being admitted, 
no witnesses were called.] 

Mr. Kincsatrtt, for the defendants, said, 
looking to the ‘amount of the charter, 
they might depend upon it that the de- 
fendoata’ in entering upon the agreement 
aust havo had some prospect of profits to 
be made by virtue of having the vessel, 
in terms of the charter party, “tight, 
staunch, strong, properly officered and man- 
ned, with machinery in complete working 
order.” He felt he was within the law when 
he put it to them whether the conditions 
would not be violated if the vessel did not 
continue with her machinery in full working 
order during the whole time. It did not affect 
the merits of the case whether the flaw could 
bo seen or not. It was there at the: time 
the charter party was entered into, a 
although the accident occurred twenty-seven 
days afterwards, it was the cause of the acci- 
dent. That accident did not occur from perils 
‘of the.sea or by the Act of God. ‘There was 
another point. If the fault was known or could 
have been known, the aspect of the case 
would be different, as it would in that case 
have been a downright fraud on the part of 
the plaintiff not to have called attention to it. 
‘This, however, was not alleged in any way. 
‘The question before the Court was upon 
warranty that the vessel should be fit to ran 
every day of the charter party, and she ought 
to have been capable of doing this. If 
‘there had been an accident and no inherent 
de ndants would be bound to 
sustain the risk, but against this they 
guarded themselves by clause 5 of the charter 

arty. He put it to the Jury whether 
The vessel could carry out the “charter 
without continuing in good working order. 
{Brown v. Edginton, 20 1. J.) By the war- 
ranty the plaintiff ‘bound himself impliedly 
that a flaw did not exist ; and after the latent 
flaw broke out, the defendants were sufferers 
contrary to the terms ‘of the contract. Re- 
ferring to Mr. Inglis's report, he observed 
that the flaw was not visible, so ‘that the re- 

ort was irrelevant as to the fact of whether 
the flaw was there or not, and no doubt, 0 
far an he could see, the veusal was in good 
order and condition,’ If Captain Blow 
Known it was there, he never would have 
gone on the voyage, but still the vessel was 
Rot what she should have been.

The plaintiff en; that there 
should be no fracture, and therefore he was 
liable for the damage resulting from his 
failing to carry out his contract. “tikey wwe 
entitled to deduct those seven days, they 
were also entitled to deduct $1,500, for the 
extra coal used. The learned counsel then 
urged upon the Jury the points in favour of 
the reduction of the claim, and as led 
the quarantine he left it to the Court to lay 
down whether those seven days were not in- 
evitable, but he claimed the ten days, bo- 
cause it was a delay consequent on the re- 
pairs and the ten days were lost in loadin, 
nd. the cargo whic was ready was delayed.

Part of the ect off was that the plaintift had 
not earned all he claimed,-sud part dar 
resulting from unnecessary delay. The defen- 
dants had nothing to do with the docking of 
the vessel. The, plaints hed. promised, to 
give a vessel that could be used from day 
to-day, aud had failed to do so. 

» Tho ArtoRNey-GenEnat, in reply, remarked 

































































that there had been no authority laid before 
the Jury as to a continuing warranty. The 
warranty really only went so far as to 
rantee that the steamer should be in complete 
working order at the time of the charter-party. 
‘This was, in fact, the only kind of warranty 
that could be made, as Iatent defects could 
not be guarded against. It was a general 
principle of law that a warranty of seaworthi- 
ness attached only at the commencement of 
the voyage—and the occurrence was a simple 
misfortune—or, in parlance, a calamity 
common to all, in which all had to bear a cer- 
tain amount of loss. They lad borne without 
fudge what had fallen upon them, and the 
Eefendauts were called upon to beat theirshare. 
Mr. Krxcss111 contended that the plaintiffs 
edged themselves directly that the 
vessel would be fit for the services she had 
undertaken. 

His Lonvsmre then summed up. Theclaim 
ho said was for $11,680.05, made up according 
to the account put in.

‘The only words in the contract which. could 
be taken to apply to the contract were that 
the machinery was in working order—others 
being excluded on the principle already ex- 
plained. It was for them to say whether 
these words meant that the machinery should 
be in working order during the whole of the 
voyage or only at the time the contract was 
























made. There was not very much difference 
between the parties as to the history of the 
trausaction, and the survey at San Francisco 
said that there-was nothing on the outside of 
the shaft to give any indication of its defeo- 
tiveness, and that the flaw was of such a 
character that nobody could have detected it, 
and the defect, therefore, might be taken to 
be a latent defect which ‘neither party could 
discover. As regarded the fifth clauso—the 
distinction between the ship or the machinery 
was still preserved, the ship and machinery 
being both spoken of—and under this clause, 
it was for the Jury to say what was the mean: 
ing of the guaranteo as to repairs, and wl 
ther those which were made were such a3 
came within the clause, having regard to the 
principles of law which he had laid down, 

‘The Jury then retired for a short time, and 
returned a verdict for the plaintiff for the 
amount claimed, less a deduction for five days 
at San Francisco—namely, $9,690, with in- 
teresb at 8 per cent. from’ the issue of writ, 
Costs for the plaintiff.

‘HE WAR IN ACHEEN, 
(Straits Times.) 

In the last summary of Military operations 
in Acheen, as described in cori ents’ 
letters, the troops were left occupying a bivoune 
‘on the 24th December, and making prepara- 
tions for an attack on the enemy ; subsequent 
operations are thus described by a correspond- 
ent of the Jndier of the 22nd January, who 
dates his letter from the bivouae, Penajung, 
7th January :— 

“Phe 25th Deo. may be styled a wirm 
day. Early in the morning, two battalions 
‘and a half, with some cavalry and artillery, 
marched out to make a reconnaissance to the 
S.E. of the bivoune, aud towards the Kraton, 
Scarcely had the troops been a quarter of an 
hour away when they. came upon campong 
Lembu (the name of which was only known 
afterwards) which was strongly fortitied, and 
from which they were heavily fired upon, 
‘The fortifications lay en echelon and were ot 
tinately defended ; we ended by taking threo 
forts, but had to give up the attempt to cap- 
ture a fourth one. Our loss amounted to about 
65 killed and wounded, including a lieute- 
nant, ‘The troops engaged were, in con- 
sequence of the great fatigue they hind under- 
gone during the greatest portion of the day, 
relieved by fresh ones, who bivouacked dur- 
ing the following night in a sugarcane field 
to preserve the positions wrested from the 
enemy. Campong Lembu was, in the mean- 
time, burned. Early in the inoriug of the 
26th, the troops, consisting of two half bat- 
talions and a portion of another, marched out 
anew under the command of General Vers- 
pyck, to make a recounaissance in the direo- 
tion of the ane Here, our troc 

vain exposed to a heay; 

from the o melee bank of the river. 
tho enemy had for some time fired upon us in 
a most furious manner, which was vigorously 
answered by us, we retired and re-occupied 
the bivouac. Our losses in xilled and wound- 
‘ed amounted to about 84. During the follow- 
g days, a battery was constructed on the 
river side, to silence a 3-pounder battery 
which had already, twice by means of one 
ball, disabled three persons in the bivouac. 
On ‘the 28th, an order of the day from the 
Commanding Officer was read, in which he 
spoke highly of the courage and good spirit 
of the troops, and. praised their bravery ; 

now commanded them to set to work with 
shovel and spade, for the purpose of anaking 
trenches and, by’ so doing, to draw near the 
Kraton. This wish, or rather this order was 

ven ear to, 90 that, on the 4th January, a 

jattery was in readiness, ‘at about 600 paces 
from the Kraton. On the 4th January every- 
thing was made ready for the intended attack : 
during a night, a hedge of bamboo doorie, 
which was lying in front of the battery, was 
cut away without opposition, At 4 o’clook in 
the morning of the 6th inst., the 2ud bridge 
was conveyed across the river by means of 
boats, iron rafts, and steam launches, At7 
o'clock, the batteries opened fire, and the 
whole brigade under the commaud of Colonel 
Roy de Zaydewyn, marched up. A fortifi- 
cation in front of the Mosque was most des- 
perately defended, so that the enemy’s fize 
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resembled rapid volleys much more than ours 
did, Nothing but storming now reniained ; 
wwe took the fortification ; shortly afterwards 
the Mosque too was captured. ‘The troops 
now halted, the position was fortified, and a 
portion of the former relieved. Our fos was 
again very considerable; the killed and 
‘wounded amounted to 211, amongst the latter 
was Colonel de Roy. At the moment that I 
am despatching this, the artillery has not yet 
succeeded in silencing the Kraton. The

‘The entire mercantile community of Sau 
Francisco are chagrined and disgusted at the 
policy aunounced by the Pacific Mail Steam- 
ship Company, Having severed all connec- 
tion with the transcontinental railroad com- 
panies, it now seeks to declare war against 

‘egardless of the fact that this city is 
converted into a sort of sbuttlecock to be 
driven to aud fro between the rampant battle 
dores, . Its present Directors seem to have 
quite forgotten that the Pacific Mail Com- 

xy is the creature of San Francisco, owes 
its existence and prosperity to this maritime 
queen of the Pacific, aud that the subsidy 
granted it by Congress was bestowed solely 
in consideration of the service it rendered to 
our commercial interests, Now, we are pla- 
sidly informed that the semi-monthly service 
to China and Japan is to be discontinued 
that San Francisco is hereafter to be only a 
port of call—n way-station for landing the 
mails—and that the steamers from China 
and Japan will proceed directly to Pan 
ma after touching at this port. It

‘Through the agency of the regular steamer 
trade between this city and ports in China and 
‘Tapan, San Francisco hias signally enlarged the 
field of her interior commercial relations, and 
it will be a sad derangement of her business 
to cease her semi-monthly intercourse with 
the Orient; but it is even more staggering 
under the assurance that hereafter it will only 
port of call between New York on one 
side, and Hongkong and Yokohama on the 
other. ‘The trip from Hongkong to Panama, 
by way of San Francisco, and immediately 
back again, is the longest ever projected for 
any steamship, and we venture to assert that 
it cannot be performed with safety.

je cloth at that figure, Dut as yet we have not heard of any business. From Tientsin, favourable news regarding markets Was 
raittred ou Now Yeartove, A geacral demand was advited, and’ prices were Fising atthe date of the letters—a0th ultimo, 8{1b. Grey 
Shirtings of good common chops had advanced 4 cents per piece in value ; G4 reeds White Shirtinge 2 cents per piece ; Drills were steadier ; 

Tieclotka and Jeans were wanted, and altogether the natives are quite delighted with the improvement reported from that port. 

With referouce to the market for Grey Shirings at this place, very few have. changed hands since the date of our last report, but tho 

offers tendered during the holiday season and within the last day or two, are not lower. Indeed, good common chops are very
